The selection of the Western ' terminus 
of the Canadian Paciflo 'Baaway cannot 
tomuoh longer delayed. The eurroys 
now in oonrae of completion -ffill doubt- 
lesBbatlielftBtthat will be nndortakeu 
•with the object of determining the route. 
Without waiting for tUo report of H.M.S. 
Daring, now engaged in takiiig soumliuEs 
offSkaena rivsr, wecnn bafely siiy tbnt 
were the land-route fin tlio Skeoaa all tlwt 
could lie desired bad anchorage iiud poor 
harbor facilities at the mouth of tha nver 
will at once condemn that route as a 
possible lino for the raUiray. Dean 
Canal and Gardiner Ohannel > were long 
BincediBQj^asimprBotioable. A rail- 
way cannotlnd b termiuuaat a harbor 
where anchorage 18 40 to 60 fathoms, 
and whore for three months id each year 
icefiblds block the ingress or egress of 
vessels. The selection, therefore, lies be- 
tween two routes, the one terminat- 
ing at Bute Inlet and the other torraiuat 
ing at Burrard Inlet. Thin nari-owiug of 
the question greatly Bimplifu:B thowntlor, 
and tends to render the aoloction a com- 
p»ratiToly easy tusk. The Praser-Eur- 
rard Inlet route han a few advantages ;but 
not Bufiiciont to compensate for its 
many disadvantngea. In the first place., n 
" railway rniining along the line of Frasor 
Biver must necessarily be eontiguou.s t o 
American territory. For many milos it 
would approach within GO milos of the 
boundnrj line, and in caae of hostilities 
^Yhat splendid chances -*Tuuld occur for 
American raiders to cut ths raihviiy ooin- 
munications of Canada. Another objec- 
tion to Burrard Inlet is the bad cliaractcr 
of its approach from the sea. To roach a 
safe harbor within the Inlet narrows have 
to be navigated. Through the narrows 
the tide rushes with a Telocity variously 
estimated at from 7 to 8 knots, and vessels 
bound in or out must wait for a favorable 
tide before passing through them. 
The first requirement of a good harbor 
is that it can bo approached and entered 
at all stages of water. Victoria harbor 
cannot be entered by a sea-goiug vesjcl at 
low tide; therefore, Victoria is not a good 
harbor. Eaquimalt harbor, on the other 
hand, has uoithor rock nor sandbar at its 
entrance and may bs entered at any stage 
of water or at any hour of the day or night 
in psrfeot eafetj-. As a harbor it has not 
its peer on the Pacific Coast. Another 
objection to the selection of Burrard In- 
let as the terminus is that for thirty of 
the eix^ miles that lie between the lulut 
and Esquimalt navigation would be 
actually by the grace and favor and upon 
the sufTorance of a foreign nation. For 
thirty miles there is not a foot of naviga- 
ble water that could not be commanded 
by a few gun.s planted on tha islands of 
the Gulf of Georgia. No vessel could by 
, any possibility pass either way, and Brit- 
ish Columbia must speedily bo- 
come to the rest of Canada as a 
dismembered limb is to the trunk. 
Her commerce would bo destroyed at 
once, and who can estimate the oxtout 
and value of that commerce in years to 
come? In dealing with all questions of 
national polity their bearing upon pos- 
terity must be considered, and to suppuso 
that thu time will never again come when 
tho XJuiicd States will bo at war with 
Great Britain is to bulievo that the Mil- 
lenium is close at hand. Twice during 
the past fifteuu years has a war been 
imminent, and who can divine how or 
vhen another nnpleasantoss may arise 
which can only bo settled by an appeal to 
tho arbitrament of arms ? To bo a nation- 
al route the Camulian railway must be re- 
mote from oven the i)03sibility of having 
its. uaofulneBS impaired and its trnflio 
ruined by a foreign line. It must aim at 
something higher than the position of a 
more feeder to an American line, and thus 
allow tho Americans to capture Canadian 
commerce as thoy have ouptnrod Caiiiidiau 
fisheries. With tlm western ti-riuiuiis ul i ho 
Canadian lins at Biurai-d In iet, and Iho 
Northern Pacifio railway t<.riniiiatiiig at 
Semiahmoo, the trade of Lhu i'rovincs 
would be damagfld and the usofuluosB of 
the Canadian road seriously impaired if 
not entirol.y ds.itroyed. To bo the means 
of quickening tlio national life, to pliico 
CaniuU in tlio van of progrosKiyH jicoplo.i, 
to muko the Iniiibcoutineutal railway a 
groat political and commercial auccosH, it 
must bo placed where it will neither exist 
by the courtesy and favor of a foreign 
nation, and where its commerce will bo 
free even from that friendly competition 
which has proved so disastrous to railwiiys 
in'EuHteiu Canada. Tho great Ouutral or 
Bute Inlet route possesKcH nuno of Ihn 
disadvantagoa that ho notoriously aU'eel 
the Burraril Inlet route and render its 
selection entirely out of tho question. It 
is remote from the American border and 
can never bo raided; with its terminus at 
Esqnini'dt ooinniorce need not fear des- 
truction by lorc.'ign yun-i nor by tin; lap- 
ping process; .^nd were it found in:cosMary 
at some future day to bridge Seymour 
Narrows. Nature has supplied piors in 
the form of islands conveniently placed 
for tho jiurpoHO in mid-channel. The fu- 
ture of tho country depends on tho wise 
nolection of thol'acilio tormiuuH. A grava 
rospunsiliility rust;; on tho Rdiitlonieii to 
whom havn boon entrustf^d th>j duty. Wo 
have nodoubttliat liioy will disclmrge that 
duty in a way that will be.st serve tho 
interests of the whole of Canada; becauuu 
tho question is not one that involves the. 
value of town lots at Victoria, Bnrrard 
Inlet or New WettminHtor, but one that 
offeots the fntmo of the Dominion. 

GAS AND THE ELECTRIC CANDLE. 

The Boston Advorliser say8;--Tho re- 
cent panic in gas yharoa in the London

The hard-hi'ud(id lMi;-:lish and Scotch cn- 

fineers who luuriod over to Paris uiul 
own to the West India decks in London, 
on the first alarm, at once recognized the 
Smoi that the now inventor, M. Jabloohkoff, 



hfta*?'6TOrboiaS"i'Mme/o^^^ 
which had hitherto made the electric light 
an experiment, rather than a means of 
practical illumination, Init tho real ob- 
stacles to its introduction had only been 
{diminished, and wero not likely to 
be surmounted. Tho "electric candlj" 
was practically useless for domestic pur- 
po.-^es. And the difflouli^. was increased 
by the fact that the' "candles" have to ho 
renewed every half hour, during which 
process tho wliolo cstablishnieiit is left in 
darkness, unless a duplicate set has boon 
previously lighted. The Journal of (las 
Lighting prints an interesting account of 
his investigation by Mr. Baekk r, a very 
intelligent gas manager, who w i nt o\qi- 
to "Paris to satisfy himself as to tho 
value of the new iuvtiiuioii, and 
who came "buclc with tho convic- 
tion that the ' olectrio candlo ' at pre- 
sent is a delusion. On oiio jioint ho 
and wo are both conlidoiit. The 'electric 
candlo' can never bo a, domestic institu- 
tion. The present defects, clearly staled 
ijy Mr. Baclder; render it inapplicable for 
any practically useful purpose, other than 
that; for which the Holmes and Siemens 
light is employed. It is little more than 
ft scieuiilio curiosity, and will long remain 
nothing olso. Wo need not, however, 
close our eyes to the iiossibility of further 
developments. Science is not slatiunaiy; 
but until an entirely novel source of elec- 
tricity is disoovoied gas will find no com- 
petitor in that force; nor oven then unless 
means of modifying and control- 
ing that force are found, whicharo to-day 
beyond even the roach of fliiocnlution." 
Two c xporimcnts have Ijoou made at tlio 
West India docks in London. In tho Ih'st 
imitance the steam oiigiuo broke down, 
and tho viaitors wero obliged to ruturn 
w ithout gratifying their curiosity. In tho 
second tho exhibition was a success; but 
none of the ox[H!riments lasted more than 
twenty minutes, at tho expiration of which 
time the light was extinguished in order 
that new "candi'js" niiglit be substituted 
for those which had beei ' ousumed. Our 
foreign pai^ors contain little information 
as to tho comparative ccat of tha now 
light; but in one of the French jonrnals 
of high authority on such matters is a 
carofnll}- tabulated statomeul of the ctiiit 
of lighting the Salle Marengo, ordinarily 
lighted by twenty-four globe bnrneis, but 
now lighted by eight electric candles 
showing that tho total cost of tho electric 
light is fcnu- times as great as that of the 
gas light.

~ 'la anawer'to the prisoner— The key was 
outside the door in the lock; boliovod ho 
was in the room about two hoiir.s; slopt 
on tho bod; did not soo priionnr treat at 
all; it was about 2 o'clock iu the aftoruoon 
whou ha was paid at tho C,P.li.S. ollioa; 
tho prisoner wa-i iu his company thou, 

In answer to the Court — Did not rocol- 
Isct being in. any Other person's dompauy 
when he got tho check cashed. 

In answer to the Superintendent— Tho 
prisonor told him (witness) that ho had 
lost S125; this waa at the North Paoitic 
saloon; ho was thou looking in his shouH 
for tha money; when ho saw the prisouor 
this morning he denied having made any 
suoh statement. 

Sergeant Bloomfield, being sworn, said 
that about 10 a, m. yostorday Constable 
Morris abked him to go tho North Pacilio 
saloon with roforonco to Konio money 
which had been lost or stolon from Lo- 
mas; found tho prisonor iu the back room 
alone on a chair with liis head . on hia 
hands as if asleep; he had one^shoe off; 
witness woke hirp up and told him Lomas 
had lost .?130 and accusod him of taking 
it; the prisouor answered, "Oh, lot me 
alone; lot mo sleep; 3"ou can take mo bo- 
fore Courtney to-morrow." On searching 
him found $3.25 in las pocket; tho pri- 
soner then said ho had lost S125 out of his 
pooketboofej on enauiiing as to his. room 
the prisoner did not want the ofiSoers to 
go ther*, but wanted to go to gaol aad 
made remarks ac to hio character being 
injured; they then went to his roonaiu ths 
Colonial, when the prisoner asked Lomas 
where the key of his room, was; Lomas 
told him it was iu his door; Constable 
Morris then went in"; the room was search- 
ed and Constable Morris tnrned over ouo 
of tho prinnuor's old boots and found un- 
der tiio boot a .'720 pieci and -SI in silver; 
officer Morris thtn tiinijd up r. picco of 
carpet and found frlO..')0: also found two 
10-ccnt pieces nuder a buir brush on tho 
table; a purse found behind tho looking- 
glass tho prisoner said belonged to him 
and waa a gift from his sister, and it was 
from that purse that he had lost theSlSo; 
Mr, Lomas then gave the prisoner in 
charge. 

Oflicer Morris testified to Llio proBeo*- 
tor's coming to him about 6:10 p. m., and 
from information received ho went in 
Boarch of the prisoner; found him in tho 

Star Falcon and told him Lomas wanted 
to eeo him: tho prisoner tlions.ud, "d— n 
that Loniiin, ho tool; my puclit'tbook and 
^125." The witnn.« thou took tha prison- 
or to North I'acitlc saloon. 

Thomas Liima:^ rocajbsd— Was witli the 
prisoner on Sunday last when he borrow- 
ed S5 from Westmoreland; the prisonor 
asked him to lend liim sonio money and 
witnofj'i had iiitandod tc- dn so. 

Tho case was thfu 'reinniided for ono 
day for tho production of further ovi- 
denoe. 

Augustus Dieusy on remand. 

W. C. S. Seeley, being sworu, naid ho 
know the prisoner; ho was a lodger iu 
his house; did not know that tho prison- 
er had an overcoat.; know him to bn a 
hard-worlcing man ; tho room was rpntnd 
to the prisouor alouo; never knew of any- 
one else going into the room. 

His Honor then committed the pri«ouer 
for trial.

Violating the Salmon Iaw< 

Catchingr Hnlinon out of SeiiBon— Outrajf. 
coas B-entrncHon of Suod PlaU on tholr 
^va■y to tlio fli)U-tviilii(; Grounds. 

The reports of dotootive olHcers who 
were rooeutly sent to various points ok 
tho Sabramento - ziver^^'disolose :i tbi» ' f aet 
that tho violation of tha fish laws in the 

catching of Bftlmon out of soasou has 
boon wider spread and more flagrant than 
was at first suspected. Tho trouble seems 
to be that the local authorities sympathizo 
with the fishermen and canning compan- 
ies. An utt^r absence of public santi 
ment favoxablf to ih« enforoemcnt of tho 
law is noteworthy. In many cases the 
magistrates and oonstablos, who are on 
gaged in mercautilo or other ijursuits, do- 
pending somewhat on the patronage of 
thoflshermeu, silently wink at; the viola- 
tion of law. Others, who are disposed to 
protect the salmon, do not care to have 
trouble with tb« fishermen, as there are 
doiperate fellows among tho latter class. 

Information of a trustworthy character 
has b«8n roooired which leads to tho be- 
lief that tho factory of Emor«on Corville 
& Co. at Collinsville, has canned 50,000 
seod salmon sinoo tho Iflt of August. The 
factory, which is running night and day, 
gives work to seventy Or eighty men. It 
is kopt closed to parties who aro not in- 
torosted with or in tho employment of the 
company. The catch of salmon this year 
is nearly double that of last season. It is 
reprosouted that tha fl»hiug boats scatter- 
ed along tho river do aot como in, but a 
ton-ton sloop goes out at night and brings 
in the catch. The cannery at tho Ylo end 
of the Sacramento bridge is reported to 
bo in fnll blast, and salmon may bo found 
at any time iu the Sacramento markets. 

Tho Fish Commis.iionors, Messrs. Bed- 
ding, Throckmortim and Farwell, cannot 
play the part of local policomon, but they 
are oouTinced that if tua river communi- 
ties do not take aome steps to enforce the 
law, DO as to allow the seed salmon com- 
ing in from tho ocean to renoh the spawn- 
ing ground, the stock of fish, which has 
cost tho State so much money to obtain, 
will soon be exhausted. 

Loiters from tho McClond river to tha 
Commissioner'! report that there i» not 
one salmon taken in that stream whar* 
there wore ton taken last year. Fishemon 
who want to obey tha law are satisfied 
that the scarcity is dn» to the indiiorim- 
inato slaughter carried on all along tho 
B»eramento. The Thrso-mile slough, 
loading from one rivorte tho othoraround 
Sherman Island, is an excellent fishing 
spot, and many fishing boats may be seen 
along the banks. 

Tho Columbia riyor Cftnn9rs,by common 
consent, olosa on the Ist of August, as it 
is neccBsary to protaot the spawning sal- 
mon, and to proaarve the reputation of 
canned goods. Salmon taken botweon 
August Ist ond November ought, not to 
be marketed. If it is dona at Oollins- 
villo, Saoramento.and other places in this 
State much long«r, Sacramanto salmon 
will fall into commaroial disfavor, and 
there will be no sslo for tho canned fish. 

The dstectives aro doing all thoy can to 
bring tho guilty parties to justico, but 
thay feel the want of a river patrol to de- 
feat and overtake the offenderB. The fish- 
ermen guard their boats oltreftilly and 
take to the stream on the approach of 
strangers.— S.jP.fiitBeftn. * 

Alaska.— Capt. J, "W. Whits, of thoU, 
S. revenue steamer Thomas Corwin, in his 
report to tho Treasury Department ou the 
situation iu Alaska, olosoa as follows: "I 
have to add that frora tho best data '"b- 
taiaable the population of this place u \ 
follows:— About twelve or fifteen white 
men, of vnrious nationalities, claiming to 
bs American oitizans, five full-blooded 
Ku8<iianB, inohiding tho priest and about 
two hundreA and seventy half-breeds, in- 
cluding men, womsn and childran. Tho 
Indian population varies from oOO to 1,- 
500, according to tho season. Tho priest 
informs mo that the half breeds are alow, 
degraded class, over whom he has no in- 
fiuoneo, and that mora fear is to beappre- 
heudod from thera when drunk than from 
the Indians themBelyos."

-Indians predict a hard 



Tho Panama Star and i/srrtW contains 
some additional particulars of tho wrack 
of tho steamer Eton: 

At 5 a.m. of tho l5th Aug., during tho 
watch of tho first oflicor, Thomas Ford, 
passougora and crow were suddenly awik- 
ouod by tho heavy shock oxporiouced 
throughout tho ship ou hor striking the 
rocks. Tiioy immodiately ab»ndonod thoir 
bods and rushed on deck whora within a 
few moments the Boeoe of owfuBion bo- 
came simply indescribftblo. Everybody 
rushing hither and thither in » stato of 
utter desperation, some ooonpyiug the 
shrouds aud othors crowding towards tho 
boats. The Captain made fruitless olTortfl 
to restore aud prenorvo order, at tha uamo 
timo proceeding to got ont the boats. Iu 
spite of all that could be done, howoyor, 
it was impossible to maintain diaoiplino, 
tho jireTailing idea being " Evory ono for 
himself," anil oach one soaking tho best 
moans of preserviag iiis own life. 

Fifty or sixty persons crowded into a 
lifo boot, but one of tho davits giTing way 
thoy wore precipitated into the soa whora 
tho majority of them at once poriflhed 
miserably. Only seven of them suooeed- 
ed in finding tlieir way to the shore, whara 
they wore onst uj) completely exhausted 
aud" severely bruised by tha bufl'ating 
thoy had oiperionocd whilst floaliny at 
tho morcy of the current. Amongst them 
was Ramon Santu-Crui!, a first-class jias- 
sengor to Galdora. who had tha presence 
of mind to dross himself before leaving 
tho ship. 

The rust sought refuge on a rook about 
threo hundrod metres distant from tho 
shoro, thinking it would afford them a 
i)lace of safety until the arrival ef saceor, 
but where, alas, many of tbam found but 
a tomb. Au eye-wituass says, it would 
bo utterly impossible to depict the har- 
rowing sconcB whioh occurred on that 
rock. Sevouty or more unhappy wretches 
clinging to onch other for mutual protec- 
tion ngaiuKt the heavy seas constantly 
breaking over thorn, each snocosflivo wave 
threatening to sweei) them bodily from 
thoir frail tenure. ' ' ' ' 

I seemed as if it were in the power of 
providence alone to snatch thom from tha 
arms of death. Unfortunately tba ele- 
ment were against them. Tha wind fre«h- 
od, tho eca increnssd in fury, and to crown 
thoir miaeries a heavy rain liegau to fall, 
accompanied by intenso cold, completely 
benumbing the faoultiasjof those who had 
not been rendered insensible by tha brak- 
ora. Each wavo carried away two or throe 
victims, and the position finally baoame 
BO terrible that tho boldest amongit ths 
tho surrirorB preferred to fsco tho fury of 
tho soa, than remain longer exposed to a 
prolongation of their snflerings. Many 
perished in attempting to swim aahcre, 
but some few fought their way inch by 
inch to the beach, whore tha worereeeiv- 
od by crowds who had hastened from the 
neighboring villas ou Ivsariiig tho news of 
tho disaster. 

Evarything was done to eudoavor to 
render heli) to those on tho rocks, but tho 
want of moans and the state of the ssa, 
which was incessantly increasing in vol- 
ume, preventsd any access aitendiHg the 
elTorts )iut forth. 

Tho sncniid ofllcar of the Eton, J. C. 
Stophonaon, who was nmong tlie first to 
be thrown on tho beach, diytinguiahed 
himself greatly by his personal valar and 
tha noble alTorts he made to raiona his 
moro unfortunate companions. He suo- 
oeded iu getting a boat into the water 
kud witli tliroe othara endeavored to stasr 
for the rooks. Tho Ijoat, howerwr, unalila 
to cope with tho hoavj tea, was almost 
immediiitoly turnsd over and thoy and it 
wore washfd l)ack to tho boaoh. 

.■Vftor ropoatod efforts he was finally 
compelled to recognize tha imposaibility 
of accompli.ihing his jiurposo whilst ho 
was nsolcHsly endangering hia own life 
and tho lives of his companions. 

On Tuesday, the tliird dty of tho wreck, 
there wore al)out twenty persons still 
alivo on tho rocks. They had boon there 
over liftj-flvo bourij, without rest or food, 
atlonuatod by eip.osuro to tho cold, the 
sea and the ruin. About i or 5 o'clock iu 
the oveniiig :ui immsnse wiive 'oroko over 
thom aud tiioy wore nil swopt away.

Befusiag 
all ntloJiipt at ucgolialiou, reserving 
to hirusolf uo uHorualivo but tlio coiu- 
ploto fulllllmonf of his object or defeat, 
Saigo has battled to tho last, until, 
hemmed in by Buporior forces, bia 
troops have surrendered in uiaHses, aud 
ho himself, at tho head of a picked 
baud' who bad detorininod to share 
their loader's fato to the close has cut 
his way through tho imperial troops 
which surrounded him, and gone no 
at present kuows exactly whither, 
though it is credibly supposed that ho 
has taken rofugo iu the luountaiiis of 
Ivumada. Tho troops are returning to 
the capital, and. being in great part 
disbanded. 

There has been teinpcHLuoiis weather 
ou tho coast. The City of Tokio from 
San Francisco oncoiuitorod a typhoon 
on tho 25th and tho 2()th instant. About 
the same timo tho Ocoanic from Hong- 
kong, aome diBtance to the south, also 
met with heavy weather. During^ the 
night of tho 2Gtb a storm, apparently 
the tail end of a typhoon, blew in 
Yokolioiiia, whoro, when the winej waa 
moderating, un oartlupiake t)f lather 
long duration was felt.

A good many .Englishmen.: will be 
astonished to hear on tlie authority of 
Mr. Vernadsky, a RuBHi.m writer ou 
political economy, that the English 
l)ovfGr oonstitutea a danger to all Eu- 
rope. Wo have been so much accus 
tomed lo hear of English iuterests 
being imperilled by the ambition of 
States, that tho notion of England her- 
self being a luonaco to her neighbors has a 
certain froabuess about it. It taiias inc 
by surprise. But Mr. Yot/iadsky hooiuh 
to mean what he says, iiis volume is 
entitled "Tho European Equilibriu.'u 
and Euglaiul;" the profits from its sale 
aro tc bo dovotodto tho bopolitof the 
South Sclavonians, and its object is to 
show that England, with peace ou hor 
lips has war in hor heart; Lbiit some 
part of the world she is al way.s lighting; 
tliat she made her empire by tho froa 
use of the B\Yord;and that, having 
created it uujustly, so she governs it 
unjustly, and solely with a view to the 
interests of Euglishnieu. Tho true 
ombloui of England, says Mr. Voruad- 
sky, iR the spider, and her ooloQies 
and foreign possessions have been 
caught as in a spider's wob. Thus, 
since tho beginuiug of the cigliteeuth 
century, she has takou Gibraltar from 
Spain, Canada and nmuy isliuids in 
tho West Indies from Erauco, Heligo- 
land from tho Danes, and so oui she 
has acquired Malta, her Australian 
colonies hor African sottlemouts, and 
an empire iu India, iuliabitod by 150,- 
000,000, or twiiio the populatiou of 
Jlussia;and Mr. Vernadsky takes great 
jiaiua to show that tho uumbor of sub- 
jects not of English race who . are 
governed by Englishmen is unreason- 
ably great. "In Russia," says Mr. 
Veruadsky, "leuH thau acjuarterof tho 
population belong to tho conquered 
races. Even in Austria the the domin- 
ant raco iucludes Iwo-nintlis of the 
popuhition. But in tho British Emi)iro 
the proportion of subject races to tho 
ruling raco is only luilf what it is in 
Austria; so that 1!)G,0()0,000 of various 
nationalities liud themsalvos obhged to 
bear a foreign yoke in favor of nineteen 
millions of elect." "What other 
power," a.sks Mr. Veruadsky, "can 
preseut so long a list of races bent 
beneath its denomination? French, 
Germans, Greeks, Turks, Dutch, Ne- 
groes, Chinese, &c., every shade of the 
human skiu are to be found among tho 
subjects of Queen Victoria. On her 
possoRbion the sun uever sets, aud tho 
wliolo world in arms against hor in- 
spires hor with uo fear. ^V^hat more 
can she want?" 

Mr. Vernadsky thinks that England 
ought to be destroyed, and that in the 
first place it would be a good idea to 
take her Australian colonies from her. 

This, however, would not inflict up- 
on her any irreparable barm, the 
British beiug so put together tliat a 
piece of it here and there may bo lost 
without much injuring the parent 
country. England herself then ought 
to be attacko t by means of a coutin- 
ental blockade, such as Napoleon I. 
established, by diplomatic combina- 
tions and direct war. 

llr. Vornadsky's volume is attracting 
somo attention; and it deserves notice, 
if only as an Indication of the kind of 
sentiments whioh the Sclavophiles 
profess towards England. '

Cenfederation of Great Britan,a public 
meeting of the Irish electors of Brad- 
ford is to be held for the pur])OH0 of 
jiassing resolutions coniloiun;itory of 
the attitude of tho Bight Hon. W. E.
